C liques are funny things. Everyone 
' _ likes. to say how bad and unhealthy 
they are, but we all seem to be- 
long to them. One of the funniest charac- 
teristics of “cliquey” behaviour is the 
hypocritical tendency of one clique to look 
upon others with disdain. Last month’s 
Zeno’s Heap of Millet column featured a 

classic example. 

In the midst of his humourous descrip- 
tion of opening night at the short-lived 
“alternative” Sting cabaret, The Lone 
Clone repeatedly stabbed himself with a 
dagger intended for “the Sting regulars”. 

Now, don’t get me wrong. | was at the 
Sting that night, and was equally impress-

were there for the entertainment (“‘cool, 
hip, totally suave people”) and those who 
showed up more out of habit: and tradi- 
tion (those with “artificial tans, perms and 
gold chains”). My point is that The Clone 
demonstrated the same kind of typical in- 
group thinking he was deriding. 


In his close-minded column, The Lone 
Clone criticizes the close-mindedness of 
“the Regulars”. Criticism of the dress and 
appearance of “the Regulars” implicitly 
advocates the same kind of conformism 
supposedly being attacked. 


Not only was. the column unfair in its 
over-generalized depiction of “the 
Regulars”, but the diversity of the good 
guys in this scenario (the “CFUV types”) 


arth 
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was ignored. | assume that | was includ- 
ed among the good guys, but | don’t 
remember ever before having been 
described as cool, hip, or suave. In fact, 
a few of those among us that night quite 
regularly wear Hawaiian shirts or shorts. 
Others have been known to visit “disco 
meat markets” more than occasionally. 

The biggest irritation arising from the 
column was the totally non-constructive 
nature of The Clone’s smuggly self- 
appreciative commentary. The only 
message seemed to be “our clique is bet- 
ter than their's’. Those of us who fit into 
neither category are made to feel a little 
left out. Perhaps that isn’t all bad. 
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If the Lone Clone can gloat, so can |. 
You may have noticed that the readers 
of Monday Magazine have chosen CFUV 
as Victoria's ‘‘Best FM Radio Station’. 
Now, | admit that this category in Victoria 
is similar to choosing the best swimming 
hole in Antarctica — there isn’t a great 
deal of choice. However, it wasn’t long 
ago that nobody even knew of CFUV’s 
existence. It is particularly encouraging 
to stack up so well against stations in 
Seattle and Vancouver, where there is a 
little more variety.

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Heather Bishop, an Insight

Heather Bishop concert is no light 
A matter: Though it is flavoured with 

songs attesting to Bishop’s love 
for the blues, as well as occasional songs 
from her children’s albums, Bishop’s per- 
formance stresses the struggles of 
groups without a voice in this society. 
Bishop reflects an almost missionary zeal 
to “change the world.” 

Despite this dedication to not-often- 
popular causes, Bishop is an increasing- 
ly successful Canadian artist: her most re- 
cent album, A Taste of the Blues, 
garnered a Canadian Council production; 
the CBC gave extensive coverage to her 
recent tour; an American label has just 
signed her for distribution in the U.S.; and 
for the first time, Heather has gained a 
work visa to perform in the States. The 
path of Heather’s success, though, is 
rare among Canadian artists. 

From her first to her most recent sixth 
album, Heather Bishop has remained 
solidly independent. In the face of various 
offers from Canadian record labels with 
U.S. connections, Heather has not only 
refused to sign, but has refused to record 
beyond the boundaries of Manitoba. “All 
the people | want to work with are here” 
she states plainly. But there is another, 
more emphatic reason behind her 
maintenance of this position, a reason 
connected with Heather’s deep-seated

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concern for Canada and its scene: 
“Canada is totally culturally imperialized 
by the United States, and given that fact, 
you soon come to realize that if you try 
to go for ‘the big time’ through paths that 
are available to you, i.e. U.S. labels, what 
they’re going to do is to try to make you 
sound like whatever is currently popular, 
which is decided by somebody else in 
some other country, that then comes 
back to your country on the airwaves. By 
that time, your essence and what makes 
you special to people is lost. I’ve seen 
so many Canadians go down the tubes 
that way . . . What it was that made you 
so special is gone, because they don’t 
recognize it. One of the positions | feel 
really strong about is that I’m a Canadian: 
I'll produce my albums in this country, and 
that is the number one factor. Now, if you 
like my work, great, we'll do business 
together. If you don't, I'll listen to your 
criticisms, but I’m a Canadian. My culture 
is different than yours, and the way I’ve 
learned to do business, and the way I’ve 
learned to incorporate politics into my 
business is different. And for me, it works 
in this country, and | want to be true to 
that.” 

In listening to Heather’s music, and in 
speaking with her, it doesn’t take long to 
realize that she is a woman with a cause. 
“| got into politics very young. It became 
central to my life to try to change the 
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world.” Her earliest reputation demon- 
strated her commitment as she became 
known — and often avoided by promoters 
— as a lesbian artist. “l love music, and 
the musicians | love the best are the ones 
that were deadly honest on stage ... 
That forced my hand because | am a les- 
bian. | knew that [my feelings] either had 
to be out [in public] or | wouldn’t be 
the kind of musician that | loved and 
respected.” 

On this ground of self-truth, Heather is 
loved and respected by her audience, 
which still consists mainly of lesbian- 
feminists. Bishop has become a sort of 
icon: her concerts are like a gathering of 
the faithful, where people come to see 
Bishop and share her experiences more 
than to hear her sing. Though this may 
be a disadvantage in terms of her general 
appeal, Heather says, ‘| can’t do much 
about that . . . I’m not going to change 
who | am.” And despite what she refers 
to as the “war still going on — just look 
at the rape statistics,” Bishop thinks peo- 
ple have grown a lot over the past 20 
years in their ability to listen to unfamiliar 
voices: “There are now men who recog- 
nize that a ‘woman’s concert’ is just a 
concert of a woman singing, and by god 
it might be a helluva nice evening ... 
maybe the world will change so that at 
some point it will just come to be that a 
woman singing about women’s issues 
isn’t just a ‘women’s artist,’ just like a man 
who sings about his life, | go to see him, 
| listen to what he has to say.” She 
pauses. “It’s getting better now, but it’s 
unfortunate a woman singing about her 
life is exclusive to women, because | think 
women have a lot to teach men.” 

Heather feels that women are ‘closer 
to their centre than men” in their strug- 
gle with our culture and its values. This 
“centre” forms the core of Heather's 
work. “‘It all comes down to the world be- 
ing a safe place to live . . . that doesn’t 
support one person at the expense of 
another — these are issues of racism, 
they’re issues of sexism, they’re issues 
of homophobia — so that we can just 
come to a world where we love and 
respect each other. A key to that is love 
and respect for the earth. It’s all con- 
nected to that.” 

Speaking about women’s roles in 
music, Bishop believes that certain areas 
like jazz are still hard for women to break 
into, but every area has improved. Bishop 
especially praises Canadian folk festivals 


for the opportunities they have given 
women: ‘Feminist music in Canada has 
influenced the music scene all over North 
America, because U.S. players come to 
Canada and play next to feminists in this 
country.”’ Getting more emphatic, her 
words coming faster, Heather continues, 
“Our folk festivals are great! They hire 
everybody! They touch all the bases. | 
love Canada for that. We haven’t been 
separatist in our music, and | think that’s 
a really progressive thing. I’m very pro- 
ud of that aspect of the Canadian music 
scene.” 

This activism shouldn't fool anyone in- 
to sentimentalizing Bishop. She’s a 
shrewd, multi-talented business woman, 
and throughout the conversation, Heather 
constantly referred to her work in music 
as “this business.” Having worked with 
long-time co-producer Dan Donahue on 
her latest album, Heather feels she has 
the ability to break into the U.S. on her 
own terms. “In terms of dressing up the 
music, there’s no doubt about it, we had 
that market in mind.” For a rare moment, 
Bishop-the-business-woman _ over 


shadows’ Heather-the-determined- 
Canadian. “For us as Canadians, if we 
can sell our records down there it makes 
the difference between just getting by or 
making a little bit more money so you can 
do a splashier job or whatever.”’ Return- 
ing to her stand as a musician, Heather 
continues, “I really feel like whenever you 
leave your own country to work, it makes 
you a better player, it hones your skills 
when you suddenly step out onto that in- 
ternational stage. I’ve really been enjoy- 
ing it, and we’ve been looking at that 
market very seriously.” 

Even for those who do not care for 
Bishop’s performance style or her music, 
or her politics, one cannot help being im- 
pressed by her accomplishments. With- 
out compromising her feminism, her 
politics, her sexuality, or her in- 
dependence as a Canadian artist, 
Heather Bishop has become a vital part 
of the Canadian music scene. She has 
helped build a sense of community and 
give a voice to those still struggling to find 
one. *

Abortion: A moral dilemma, 


and a political minefield

bortion in Canada. This very emo- 

tional issue is frequently reported 

in the media, but rarely in a 
thorough manner. Confrontations bet- 
ween “pro-life” and ‘‘pro-choice” ad- 
vocates make good front page stories, 
but the real problems with the law con- 
cerning abortion are rarely dealt with. 

Abortion is legal in Canada as long as 
it is performed at an accredited or approv- 
ed hospital. Section 251 of Canada’s 
Criminal Code permits the hospital's 
management .board to establish thera- 
peutic abortions committees (T.A.C.), 
consisting of no less than three medical 
practitioners, none of whom can be a 
doctor who performs the procedure. 
These committees approve abortion on 
the basis of whether the pregnancy 
“would or would not be likely to endanger 
the life or health” of the woman. 

Despite this law being in place, many 
Canadian women never even have the 
chance to request an abortion. Where 
they live, what counselling they receive, 
and what T.A.C. they apply to, can all 
potentially prevent a woman from ter- 
minating her pregnancy. 

Boards are not obligated to appoint 
T.A.C.s, resulting in a significant discre- 
pancy in availability from city to city and 
province to province. Prince Edward 
Island has disbanded its only T.A.C., and 
recent bans on extra billing in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan have led to a decline in the 


number of doctors willing to perform abor- 
tions. They claim that Medicare pays too 
little. 


Availability of information can also af- 
fect a woman’s chances of getting an 
abortion. Besides seeking the advice of 
a doctor, a pregnant woman can consult 
one of many clinics which offer counsell- 
ing and medical treatment to pregnant 
women. In the U.S., clinics financed by 
the Pearson Foundation, a Catholic 
organization, are advertised as birth con- 
trol and abortion clinics, but have a goal 
of preventing abortions. Birthright, a less 
radical organization operating clinics in 
Victoria and other Canadian cities also op- 
poses abortion, but does not advertise 
this fact. 


A woman wanting to terminate her 
pregnancy in an area that has a T.A.C. 
can still run into obstacles. Her doctor 
must write a letter to the T.A.C. explain- 
ing the woman’s situation. Applications 
are reviewed by the T.A.C. at its weekly 
meetings. The smoothness of this pro- 
cedure depends upon the sympathies of 
her doctor and the availability of a physi- 
cian to perform the abortion. It can also 
be strongly affected by the beliefs of the 
T.A.C. This was demonstrated recently 
in Kamloops, where a 14 year old girl was 
denied an abortion by that city’s pro-life 
committee, and was forced to go to Van- 
couver for the procedure. 

Varying degrees of access to abortion, 


often determined by economic, geo- 
graphical and political circumstance, give 
testimony to the weakness of Section 
251. It is, in essence, a half-pregnant 
law: it neither criminalizes nor complete- 
ly legalizes abortion. Its ambiguity ex- 
asperates the debate over abortion on 
several points. 

At the outset, there is the emotional 
question which overshadows all other: 
“What is life?’’ This debate is further com- 
plicated by the Canadian Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms. Does this charter apply 
to the woman, the foetus, or both? 

The ambivalence of Section 251 is 
most obvious in the definition of health, 
which is central to the T.A.C.’s decision. 
A large majority of committees in Canada 
apply the World Health Organization’s 
definition — “A state of complete physi- 
cal, mental, and social well-being.”’ Op- 
ponents of abortion, however, believe 
that ‘health’? should mean merely the 
absence of disease or infirmity, and that 
mental health should be a consideration 
only with evidence of mental health pro- 
blems prior to the pregnancy. A recent 
B.C. Ministry of Health report address- 
ed this when it discussed clarification of 
the phrase “likely to endanger life or 
health” as one of the ways to achieve 
better regulations. Pro-life advocates 
believe the law should be a teacher: if ac- 
cess were more restricted, fewer women 
would become pregnant. Others point to 
the situation in other countries, and in 
Canada’s past prior to Section 251’s in- 
troduction, as evidence that its illegality 
would only drive abortion underground. 
Both sides agree that preventative 
measures are essential, as the Health 
Ministry’s Report recognized, but there’s 
debate over the current availability of 
education, contraceptives and support 
organizations. 

Is a foetus “part of the woman’s body 
to do with as she pleases?” Canada’s 
Charter, which guarantees the right to 
“life, liberty and security of the person,” 
does not explicitly recognize the unborn. 
The Supreme Court decision on the 
Borowski case, in which Joe Borowski 
claims that Section 251 is invalid 
because it infringes upon the rights of the 
unborn, could determine whether the 
foetus will be considered a legal entity. 

Inevitably, the federal government will 
have to make a decision on changing 
Section 251. But the issue is a political 
minefield. The results of last month's free 
vote in the House of Commons shows 
that there is as little political consensus 
as there is social consensus over the 
issue, and even less political will. 

Will Canada’s abortion laws ever be

made more clear-cut? Will it head in the 
direction of Romania, where women’s 
reproductivity is monitored and women 
can be jailed if they attempt to terminate 
pregnancies; or China where abortion is 
encouraged and rewards established for 
families with few children? Some groups

favour making abortion completely illegal, 
but this would not stop them from taking 
place. This scenario was graphically de- 
picted in the recent Danish film Twist and 
Shout, in which a young girl obtains a 
dangerous and unsafe backroom proce- 
dure. Another solution advocated by 
some is to fully legalize abortion and allow 
free standing clinics. Others argue that 
this would make the system more vuiner- 
able to abuse. The Canadian Medical 
Association adopted in 1971 and reaf- 
firmed in 1985, a resolution calling for 
amendments to the Criminal Code which 
would delete any reference to T.A.C.s 
and leave the question of abortion to in- 
dividual women and their doctors. The re- 
cent B.C. Ministry of Health Report sug- 
gested improving education and increas- 
ing the availability of support organiza- 
tions, as ways to decrease the rate of un- 
wanted pregnancy. As well, it proposed 
other initiatives such as: lobbying the 
federal government to modify the Criminal 
Code; increasing the audit of, and pre- 
scribing compulsory procedures for, 
T.A.C.s; and elimination of Medicare 
coverage for some abortions. 

The federal government seems unlikely 
to get off the fence on this issue, thus, 
governments, boards, doctors and lob- 
by groups seem destined to continue 
playing roulette with women’s bodies. *

The Resistance 
Raw Deal EP

The follow-up release to the Resis- 
tance’s Expo Bop cassette, sans lead 
singer John Manthorpe, is finally on vinyl. 
This is skateboard angst music, with the 
obligatory anti-establishment-and-stuff 
lyrics. The musical style is not unlike 
former releases, it walks the line between 
hardcore and hard-rocking pop. Both 
“Raw Deal” and their classic “China 
White” have a pretty good baseline and 
fine drumming, but none of the current 
band members have what it takes vocal- 
ly to make up for the absence of John. 
“Fucked in the Head” is hardcore at its 
best (or worst). ‘““Shot Gun” is a pseudo- 
Buzzcocks/U.K. Subs style song, and 
probably the catchiest tune on the EP. 
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Lyrically and vocally, Raw Real is weak. 
But, overall, this is a fairly good piece of 
vinyl. If you are a Resistance fan, or if you 
like hard-rocking pop, or if you’re just 
down-and-out and think government 
smells, you won't be getting a raw deal 
if you put your bucks down on this 
baby. *

The Lounge Lizards 
No Pain for Cakes 
Island

Could it be that the brothers Lurie have 
turned the Lizards into a real jazz band? 
Aside from a couple of cuts that harken 
back to the brash but studied amateurism 
that made their first album so endearing, 
this record features the sort of latin- 
influenced music favoured by New York 
notables Kip Hanrahan and, especially, 
Carla Bley. Beginning with the incon- 
gruously titled “My Trip to Ireland” (via 
Puerto Rico apparently), through the title 
cut, a virtual suite of Spanish rhythms, to 
“Tango No. 3”, which could almost be an 
outtake from Bley’s “Social Studies”, and 
“The Magic of Palermo”, a slightly bent 


travelogue soundtrack, we’re in sunny 
southern climes. If the Lizards lack Carla 
Bley’s political edge and Kip Hanrahan’s 
bizarre stream of consciousness lyrics, 
no matter. This is fine stuff nonetheless, 
imaginatively arranged and played with 
conviction. 

The few non-latin cuts generally do not 
suffer in comparison and provide some 
interesting contrast. ‘My Clown’s on 
Fire” features the sort of staggering bass 
line that was so prevalent on the first 
album, wedded to a Mahavishnu-like end- 
less scalar progression — the song ends 
when the players reach the upper limits 
of their instruments. Some fiery playing 
here. At less than two minutes ‘“‘Carry Me 
Out” is a harmolodic throwaway that 
fades just in time but “Bob & Nico” is a 
fun number, a sort of twisted boulevard 
cafe music reminiscent of soundtracks for 
tongue-in-cheek period British mysteries. 
The joke in “Where Were You” may wear 
thin after a few listenings, but you can still 
concentrate on the hot blues riff and Cur- 
tis Fowlkes’ funky trombone rather than 
John Lurie’s voiceover. 

John Lurie is a talented composer, as 
this album and the record of movie sound- 
tracks he released a while ago attest. 
Now that he’s got a real band, watch for 
even better things in the future. *
